Meeting called to order at 4:04 PM. Devney assigned as minute taker. 


1. Remote participation statement and guidelines read by Heim. 
2. Discussion of Draft Warrant Article 1 
a. Establishing Requirements for Off-Street HP (handicap placard) Parking. To see if 
the Town will vote to amend the Arlington Zoning Bylaws, Section 6.1.5. (“Parking 
Reduction in Business, Industrial, and Multi-Family Residential Zones”) to establish a 
minimum HP parking space criterion based on pre-reduction parking requirements; 
or to take any action related thereto. (Submitted by the Arlington Disability 
Commission) 
b. Motioned by Parravano, seconded by DeAngelis, voted yes unanimously. Motion 
approved. 
3. Discussion of Draft Warrant Article 2 


a. DRAFT WARRANT ARTICLE 2: ADA/MAAB Standards in Administration and 
Enforcement. To see if the town will vote to amend the Arlington Zoning Bylaws, 
Section 3.1 (“Administration and Enforcement”) to add a new clause inserting 
additional language asserting that all permits, including Special Permits, are 
conditioned upon compliance with all applicable Massachusetts Architectural Access 
Board and Americans with Disabilities Acts standards for accessibility, or take any 
action related thereto. (Submitted by the Arlington Disability Commission) 

b. DeAngelis motioned to approve warrant article submission, seconded by Parravano, 
voted yes unanimously. 

4. Discussion on Warrant Article Submission Process 
a. Devney will submit Warrant Articles to Town Manager. 
b. Heim will work with ADC members to get specific language for motions, ADC will 
review the language. 
c. ARB hearing about both Warrant Articles prior to Town Meeting.
